EXECUTIVE ORDER ESTABLISHING THE 
GOVERNOR’S VISION 2005 TASK FORCE ON AGRICULTURE 


WHEREAS, agriculture is Montana’s leading industry and a 
Major component of Montana’s economy based on $2.13 billion eo 
annual cash receipts; and 

WHEREAS, agriculture accounts for over one-third of 
Montana’s basic industry employment, labor income, and gross 
sales; and 

WHEREAS, agriculture will face many challenges and 
opportunities as it moves into the next century; and 

WHEREAS, it is important that new and innovative ways are 
developed to address the challenges and seize new opportunities 
facing Montana agriculture. 

NOW THEREFORE, I, MARC RACICOT, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me, do hereny 


establish the Vision 2005 Task Force.

PURPOSE 
The Vision 2005 Task Force shall: 


A. Provide a forum within which to plan, coordinate

doubling Montana’s agricultural economy by the end of 
the year 2005; 

B. meet periodically, completing its work in time to 
provide recommendations prior to the 1999 session of 
the Montana State Legislature; and 

Ce prepare a report to the Governor on the 
accomplishments and recommendations of the Vision 2005 


Task Force. 


COMPOS TTION 


The Task Force shall consist of not more than 30 
members, appointed by and serving at the pleasure of the 
Governor. The Governor shall appoint the Chairman. The 
members shall include representatives of the following

The list of members will be submitted to the Secretary of 
States Office and the Montana Department of Agriculture. The 
Montana Department of Agriculture shall provide administrative 


coordination. 


IIT. RURATION 


This Task Force shall remain in existence until 
December 31, 1998, unless extended or terminated by 


subsequent Executive Order. This Order is effective 


immediately.
